Teapof.This beautifully painted teapot was made at the Meissen manufactory, which in 1710 became the first European factory to make hard-paste porcelain on 
any sort of commercial scale. The teapot was part of a lavish coffee and tea service that Clemens August (1700-1761), Elector of Saxony, ordered for himself in 
celebration of his 35th birthday. It is on view in the Crosland Gallery at Mint Museum Randolph.

Moonlight Elliot Daingerfield is one of the most important American artists to have worked in North Carolina. He was raised in Fayetteville, studied in New York, 
and set up a studio in Blowing Rock in 1886, where he lived for the rest of his life. Moonlight is a terrific example of his work, which typically celebrated the poetic 
beauty of the natural world.
